Why, the very existence of tho 
ung Wah Hospital—* an, eléemosyna- 
ry corporation ... . forthe trent- 
ment of the indigent sick.nmong the 
Chinese population ”—is an incontro- 
vertible argument against following the 
examplo-of Singapore. © None but the 
sick need be indigent. here;.and the 
Chinese Community seem to have given 
it oa their opinion. very emphatically 
that they will have no organized system 
either for maintaining or encouraging 
paupers in this Colony. . ‘The heart- 
renting Report on the Pauper System 
of Hongkong, written by Dr. Eitel, and 
carefully translated: into Chineso by the 
Acting ‘Chinese Secretary’ (which op- 
peared in’ the’"@azette about’ * two 
months ago) doesnot © appear’ to 
have exercised. the. effect . desired 
or expected. by the Governor, We 
should not be at all surprised that~the 
solid portion, the backbone of the Chineso 
Community——thosa who carry on and 
lead the trade of the: place.and who 
really value the. calm. end protec- 
aranteed to them. by, the 
English’ flag (saving and excepting. the 
frouks of the Blockade ‘and certain 
vagaries of the Executive)—agree with 
but little in’ Governor Hennessy’s ad- 
ministration except his action in regard 
to Domestic Servitude. : As this portion 
of the Governor’s doings has met with 
bthe approval of most of. the Foreign 
Community, it would not do violence to 
our expectations did we find that. the 
Foreign and Native Communities ore 
almost entirely atone with each othor 
upon the progent regime. Sir Jobn 
onnessy is being isolated more and 
more, and his style of government, loses 
admirers the longer it is persisted in.

Cabul, July 18.—Muohamad Jan Is still 
in Maidan, as also is Mushki Alam. Afzal 
Khan, Muhamad Jan’s brother, is with the 
Amir for the nonce, but it ie popularly be- 
lieved that Mubamad Jan’s adbherency is 
doubtfol.

At seven this 
morning, he came to Sherpar, where tents 
had been pitched, and where he was 
received by General Stewart, the Chief 
Political Officer, and a largo number of 
military officers. The interview was very 
satisfactory, lasting a quarter of an hour. 
Be enters Sherpur to-day, The withdrawal 
of the troops was effected with the utmost 
order without any accident. All tbe dis- 
tricts in the neighbourhood*#f Kabul are 
tranquil. There is no excitement on the 
line of march. Mushki Alam and all the 
principal Ghilzai chiefs are in the Amit’s 
camp. 

Bombay, July 30,—The Bombay Gazette 
has received a copy of a private letter from 
Kandahar, datcd 18th July, which re- 
presents ‘Officers in wild confusion” and 
the whole place in panio, details operations 
alréady related by telegraph of tho depar 
ture of the Walis Army, followed by 
Genoral Burrows; tha defection of the 
Wali’s troops, and their encounter acd 
defeat by General Burrows’ Brigade. It 
states that large numbers of the Wali’a mon 
who escaped, joived Ayub Khan, whose 
force wan reported to number 30,000 men 
and 36 guns. It isalso reported that his 
foroe includod a large number of Russian 
<fficers and aoldiers. The Malike of Kan- 
dahar wore romoving with their famulics 
from the city. The people are burying 
their money. A goneral panic prevails, 
The troops have withdrawn into the Fort, 
avd reicforcements were tolezrapied for 
from the reserve. The force at Kandahar 
is not more than 3,000, and 12 guns, six 
heavy and six sinaller ones. 

Quetta, Aug. 10.—Ayub’s rarties watch 
the roads closely, and it is difficult to com- 
municite. Some of Sir Robert Sandeman’s 
messengers have reached the walls of the 
city, bat have beep turned back by our 
sontries. It is the intention of the tribes 
at Argesan to contest General Phayto’s 
advance. It is confirmed that our force 
consists of four Cavalry regiments, eight 
infautry regiments, and eighteon guns. 
This is considered ample, but its work ia 
cut out for it. Duriog the retreat from 
Humal, just completed, the Marrie ceptur- 
ed one lakh aud seventy thousand rupeos. 

A lotter from Kandahar just in states 
that the troops aro in excellent spirits. 
Tho Cavalry had recoonoitred two miles, 
and only mot tribal Sowara, who bolted. 

Simla, Aug. 4.—-The latest reports ore 
that out of a total of 2,490 General 
Burrows’ force lost 1,200, most of them 
having boon cut up or died in the retreat 
to Kandshar, ‘She 66th, which was 468 
strong, alone lost 400; they apparently 
bore the brunt of the engagement. Our 
troops acted on the defensive, suffering 
severely from the onemy’s artillery. It is 
believed that Ayub contemplates attacking 
Khelat-i-Ghilzai, Where there is a weak 
British garrison, Major White, Milltary 
Sucretary, loft to-day for bis regiment io 
the Kuram. A soparated strong column 
under General Roberts is forming to move 
down by hazni, In that caso General 
Watson’s Kuram column may have to move 
up in support of Goneral Stowsrt. 

Quetta, Aug. 3.—Advaucing from this 
etde depends entirely on tho transport of 
Goneral Phayro, who hopes to have avail- 
ablo, in ten days, 6,000 men, exclusive of 
the force guarding the rear. He expocts 
to meet a large gathering of tribesmen be- 
tween the Khojak and Kandahar, Some 
have _ulready c-Nocted at Taktipul, whom 
Goueral Poayes forestalled by seizing the 
Rlojak. The latter is being rapidly forti- 
fied, und with the chain uf p sts to Quetta 
will furm ihe base. ‘Lhe entice country is 
sesthing, Another fight is reported on the 
Spin Tangi eile, betwosn tho detachment 
rotiriug from tho railway aud the enemy. 
Wo lost ten mon and baggage. General 
Phayre bas, however, thoroughly secured 
the line from Quetta to the Kbojak, aud 
the gatherings have dispersed. Latest 
reports from Kandabar are to the etfvot 
that all is well and our troops ard holding 
the entire city, Ayub has arrived at 
Argandab, a fow miles away, but has not 
attacked. Ho bas with bim 20,000 mon 
inoluding tribesmen. He lost his best men 
in the receut engazement, His force 
suffered terribly and was nearly defeated, 
when the charge of the Ghazia and cavalry 
threw the native troops into disorder, after 
an exposure of several hours to artillery 
fire. Dissonsion exists ir. Ayub’s camp, the 
Kubul regiments being in favour of Abdul 
Rabman. The Heratis wish to return with 
their loot. Ayub at first intended to move 
to Pishin, but is now hampered aad un- 
decided. The dead on both sides lie un- 
buried. Thoro is no truth in the Bombay 
report that Kandahar han been attacked, 

Cabul, Aug. 2,—'the durbar has fallen 
throagh. Mr Lepel Grifflu, as also Goue- 
rals Stewart and Roberts, returned to Sher- 
pur thia morning. The Amir himeolf pro- 
fessed complete willingness to visit the 
British camp, but the feeling among his ad- 
herents is so oppoged to his doing so, that 
the General declined a visit which. might 
only be accomplished by deceiving tho 
opponents of the step. Abdul Raman’s fol- 
lowers presented him with a written atatce 
ment of thelr objections to his venturing 
into the British camp which was forwarded 
to General Stewart. These were moro or 
less frivolous and malnly advanced appre- 
honsions of his personal safety. Notwith- 
standing threatened defection of his adber- 
ents Abdul proffered to have a meeting 
with the General somewhere out of the 
British camp as a compromise, but the

arg. 

What is to be believed? Amid many 
stories, we are possessing our souls in 


,occdsioual slight falls of 


manner, It is snid that the inhabitants of 
the Shetland Islands earn a precarious live- 
lihood by washing cach other's clothes. In 
Peking information is generated on the plan 
of electricity by friction. Having sablime 
Snith in the haff-dozen Delphio Oracles al- 
ways at command, the Peking community is 
not wader the necessity of knowing any- 
thing. The Oracles know, or no one can 
prove that the Oracles do not know, or 
could not know, if they chose. Henee there 
is no war gossip. Everyone has gone to the 
hills, and spends the suftimer in the dissec- 
tion of l{grasshoppers, and in other feeble 
and sesttval amusements. - In Tientsin, thera 
is no Oracle. Every one knows that know- 
ledge ie not with him, but as in the game of 
“hunt the slipper,” he is not suro but his 
neighbor is sitting on the object of purauit. 
From thie results a habit of pricking up the 
cara, which by development grow longer and 
longer, so ns to catch the first sounds from 
the Peking Ear of Dionysius, as well a3 
from tho Shanghai Babel. 

In Chefoo, however, and in proportion to 
the distance from the Oraclea, things are 


} worse and wilder by far; residents go rag- 


ing to every steamer frum eithor dircotion 
for ‘‘ News, News, News," and every cap- 
tain, first, second or other officor, every 
engineer, nay, every passenger, is « calefum 
lig! t, a genuine Edison burner turned upon 
this benighted shore. Except for these jets, 
Chefoo would be in chronio dusk, But 
when it oomes to Shanghai, what pen shall 
de justice to this unhappy Bodiam. Half 
the population are resolved that war thero 
shall be, and the other half are willing to 
stop it if they can. Like the cow in front of 
the locomotive, they do not stay tho train, 
but they ‘ muss up the track” ounsiderably.

THE GRAND COUNCIL AT 
PEKING. 

In connection with the translation of 
the important Decrce which wa gave 
yesterday from tho Courier, the follow- 
ing particulars concerning the membera 
of the Grand Council may be appro. 
priately reproduced :— 

1.—Prince of Kung—In tho sixth son 
of the Emperor Tao Kwang, and a 
younger brother of the Prince of Tun, 
He ig an uncle of the present Emperor. 
“Qn arrival of the allied forcea before 
Peking, in the autumn of 1860, he was 
deputed by hia brother, the Emperor 
Hsien Feng, to carry on the negotia- 
tions, which ended in tho treaty of Pe- 
king. Since that time he has taken a 
most active part in the administration of 
the Ceatral Government, and especially 
in tho management of foreign affairs, 
He was degraded in March, 1866, and 
again in Septeraber, 1874, ostensibly for 
improprieties in speech addresyod to the 
Exoperor ; but bo was reinstated on each 
oceasion within a fow Aays. Ho is tho 
only member of the Imperial Family 
who takos an active part in political 
affairs, 2nd is the most powerful member 
of tho Contral Government. He is head 
of the Grand Council and of the Yamén 
of Foreign Affuira.” “(China Review, 
Vol, vin, p. 314.) 

2.—Pao-Yiin,—Native of Manchuria 
(white border banner), s Grand Secretary, 
Guardian*and Tutor to the present Em- 


Chancellor of the Hanlin College, ex- 
aminer of decrees, diroctor of Wan- Yuen 
Thrsno Hall, Director General of the 
Board of Civil Office, and a Lieutenant 
General Manchu, A member of the 
Tenngli Yamén.

THE POWER QUESTIONED OF 
U.S, MINISTERS AND CONSULS

The Boston’ Datly Advertiser has the 
following special despatch trom Washing 
ton of recent date :— * 

Tie cable s few days. ago conveyed 
intelligence that .Mirzan, a Greek by 
birth but a naturalized American citizen, 
hah been tried before Minister Maynard 
for tho murder of an Egyptian lawyer of 
proninence named Dahan Pasha, found 
guilty and sentonced to be hanged at 
Alexandria, on the 16th of next Ontobor, 
A despatch from Alexandria to the 
Lopdoa Standard, announcing the event, 
suid that although the fucb of the maa 
being tried by a singlo individual on a 
chargo‘of murder is much criticised hero, 
yet as if appoars to the American law in 
the East thore is nothing to be said 
agaioxt it, although since the prisoner 
has beon convicted there may possibly bo 
something: beard of tho subjeat from 
Smerice,” On ‘inquiry’ at. the - State 
Department yesterday it was ascertained 
that Minister Maynard had not as yet 
transmitted his reports in tho premises,

treme penalty should be inflicted, In 
none of these cases, it appears, have the 
law officers of the department approved 
of the verdict of the consul, and tho 
highest grade found for any. of. tho 
offences has been manslaughter.. The 
President will doubtless commute their 
sentences to imprisonment for fiva years 
in ono of our penitentiaries where United 
States prisonora are incarcerated, About 
a year ago tho consul at Nazasaki, Japan, 
tried a man in a capital ¢aso and 
sonterced him to behanged, Fortunate- 
ly a stay of execution was obtained until 
an application for’ merey could be for- 
warded to the President. Tho papers were 
examined at the State department by the 
Attorney-General, and tho result was that 
all agreed that the crime was not murder 
but manslaughter. The man’s sentence 
was, therefore, commuted to five years’ 
imprisonment, and ho is now serving 
his sentence at the San Quentin prison, 
California. It was while investigating 
this case that the Cabinet discussed the 
constitutionality of the act which de- 
prives an American citizen anywhere 
andor the jurisdiction of the United 
States of his right to trial by a jury of 
twelve men, Although thore was no 
necessity for formally expressing an 
opinion on this subject then, it is un- 
deratood that the Prosident, Secretary 
Evarts and Attorney-General Devens are 
clearly of the opinion that tha statutes 
conferring the power upon our ministers 
and consulé in China, Japan, Siam, Egypt 
and Madagascar, to try capital or criminal 
cases of the higher gradeg, is unconstitu- 
tional, No man has as yet been ax- 
ecuted under the law, and Mr Evarts 
has declared, it is said, that no man aver 
will 50 long as he is Secrotary of State. 
The chances for Mirzan’s oscape from 
the gallows are therefore good, although 
at the State department the opinion is 
that he was guilty of murder and de- 
sorved the punishment of death,
